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Meters and Parking Space 


Since parking meters were installed 
last July, Edmonton motorists have shoved 
more than $22,000 into them and the city 
says that, after the initial cost of $60,000 
has been defrayed, this revenue will go 
into a fund to provide off-the-street park 
ing spaces, 

In view of the fact that the meters were 
installed in the city on the pretext that 
they should provide greater parking space 
it seems only just that the revenue from 
them should be so employed 

But in the meantime the question con 
tinually arises as to whether these meters 
actually provide parking space for more 
cars or whether they restrict it 

Observation seems to indicate that, as 
the meters are operated at present, fewer 
cars are accommodated at the curbs than 
ever before. 

For instance, it is possible for a motor- 
ist, under the meter system, to leave his 
car at the curb in the morning and, by 
dropping coins at proper intervals, to en 
joy the use of that space through the en 
tire day. 


Under the old system he had to move 


out when the parking time limit had ex 
pired 

The meter system means, then, that a 
motorist can actually rent space at a pub- 
lic curb for his private parking lot so long 
as he is careful to keep the red violation 
signal down 

Surely this privilege, which definitely 
reduces the turnover of parking space, 
provides for fewer rather than more cars 

At the rate of $22,000 in six months or 
thereabouts, it will be a long time before 
sufficient revenue is available to build 
parking lots capable of accommodating 
the cars involved in this reduction of 
parking space 

If the meter device could be improved 
so that the same motorist would be pre- 
vented from repeating over and over all 
day, there would be some justification for 
believing that the machines are a benefit 
in other than a financial way 
s it is, they seem to defeat the pur- 
pose that is claimed for them 


Mr. Martin Will Not Sue 


A great deal of abuse has converged 
from all parts of Canada upon the heads 
of the British Columbia law benchers for 
excluding from law practice in that prov- 
ince one Gordon Martin because he admit 
ted to being a Communist 

Now the Vancouver Bar Association 
has commended the benchers' decision and 
has advised Mr. Martin to take the mat- 
ter into the courts if he js still dissatisfied. 

It is improbable, we should think, that 
Mr. Martin will take that advice. It is im- 
probable because both Mr. Martin and his 
party are very well aware that a judicial 
decision upholding the action of the ben- 
chers would be written into the common 
law of Canada ag a distinction between 
the civil rights of Communists and the 
civil rights of non-Communists 

In other words, such a decision would 


be a definite step towards establishing the 


illegality of the Communist party, or what- 
ever it happens to call itself 

It would be a step in that direction be- 
cause once it was decided that the rights 
of a Communist were less than the rights 
of a non-Communist in any respect, a dif- 
ference in legal status would immediately 
appear 

Meanwhile it is ridiculous to say that 
the benchers of B.C, have committed an 
undemocratic act in excluding Mr. Martin 
from practice because of his political be- 
liefs, 

No one is attacking Mr. Martin’s poli 
tics nor denying his right to belief in any 
doctrine 

But it is manifestly absurd to call to 
the bar and ask a man to uphold the ju- 
dicial institutions of the country when his 
political obligations are all turned towards 
tearing those institutions down 

It is an impossible anomaly

you enter a big shake-sided sheq 
step into position on your skia 
facing up the mountain, and are 
more or less scooped up by the 
buckets suspended from a high 
cable that swings you slowly up 
the steep side of Mount Hood, 
We made the ride next morn- 
ing in a near blizzard. I could 
barely see Brown Eyes dangling 
in the high, climbing chair be- 
hind mine going steadily up, up, 
through the soft frenzy of swirl- 
ing white. It was a treacherous 
day for that steep downhill run 
to the lodge, plunging blindly 
downward, and I soon found my- 
self alone, I herring boned back 
up the slope and discovered 
Brown Eyes emerging from a 
drift, wellcovered in snow and 
gingerly testing the ankle.

snow-plowing That night she 
went into dinner on crutches and

They seemed de- 
lighted to have a couple of Cana- 
dian It was an eye-opener to 
us that most of the guests were 
people like ourselves, of moder- 
ate income. This seemed particn- 
larly pleasant since Ray Milland 
was down in a Portland hotel, 
impatiently waiting his turn for 
a room 

The atmosphere there and the 
success of such a project on a 
nonprofit basis found us dreame 
ing of something similar for our 
own backyard, With so many 
more potential skiers than Port- 
land, so much more easily acces- 


sible mountain terrain—well, 
when we told some of the Ameri- 
cans about Gar ji Park, for 


example, they ced their lips 
hungrily, and marvelled with us 
at the short view of pofticians 
who will open up a mountain for 
ts timber or ore but not for the 
happiness and enjoyment of the 
people
